en LORD PROTECT D of the Common-wealth of England, 
RES EB coocland and Ircland, and the Dominions theri o belonging, To all and ſingular the per- 
ons whom theſe pꝛeſents concern, Greeting, Whereas in the thirtieth Article of the 
Oi Treaty lately made and concluded betwixt J ;, and the Toꝛds the States General of 
the United Pzovinces, it is Agreed, That & mmiſstoners oz Arbitratoꝛs be nominated 
on both des, Authozized and Impowꝛed f! ?ramune and determine the loſſes and inju- 
ries which either ide alledges to have ſuſtamm from the other ſince the year 1611. unto 
the eighteenth day of May 1652, old ſtile; Et : particulars of which were to be delivered 
in to the Commerſstoners ſo nominated, bekozi the eighteenth day of May 1654. Which 
— — timc was afterwards by mutual conſent enla ged to the thirtieth of the ſaid Moneth,; 
And if the ſaid Commuſhoners ſhould not within thzce moneths bpace, to be accounted from the ſaid thirtieth day 
of May, cone to an Agreement concerning the differences afozeſatd, T! at in ſuch caſe the afozeſaid differences be 
ſubmitted to the Judgement and Arbitration of the Pzoteſtant Canton of Swiſſerland, who ſhould be deſired to take 
upon them that Arbitration, And appointCommiſſioners impowꝛed an inſtructed to give finat Judgement there⸗ 
upon within ſix moneths next following after expiration of the thzee mo ieths atoꝛeſaid. And whereas the Com- 
milsioners on both ſides have met in London and received ſundry demat 5s, delivered to them within the time pꝛe⸗ 
fixed, and Have examined and determined divers of them, accoꝛding as i contained in an Award of the ſaid-Eom- 
miſstoners publiſhed under their hands and Seals the thirtieth of Augu 1654. Old tile: And whereas ſeveral 
Demands and Otferences, the particulars of which were delivered within the time akoꝛeſald, do pet remain un⸗ 
decided, which accoꝛding to the ſaid Thirtieth Article ought to be remitted to the Pꝛoteſtant Cantons of Swiſler- 
and, to the end they might be decided by ſuch Commilsioners as they foꝛ that purpoſe ſhould nominate and 
appoint; which Nomination and Appointment not being by them made Within the afozeſaid Time of Sir 
months, and it being neceſſary that the {ard remaining Controverſies and Demands be judged and determined, and 
Alt appearance of Difference foꝛ the future removed, It was further agreed and concluded betwirt Us and the 
£920s the States Genera! of the United Pꝛovinces, That all Demands delivered within the Time afozeſaid, 
„. the Thirtieth of May One thouſand ſir hundzed fifty four, and not compꝛehended and determined in the 
Award afozefaid, be referred and ſubnutted to the Judgement and Determination of the ſaid Commilsioners, 
oꝛ of ſuch others who ſhall hercafter be nominated and appointed on hoth ſides; which Commilsioners ſhall al- 
lemble together at Amſterdam in Holland, inſtructed with the ſame Powers as befoꝛe, and ſhall pzoceed in the 
lame oꝛder, maner and method to a final Determinatiou of all and ſingular the Differences and Demands afoze- 
laid, Within Thꝛee Moneths after their firſt Meeting, Which ſhall be upon the Twentieth of July inſtant 
One thouſand ſir hundꝛed fifty and five , and that publique notice of the ſaid Day be given to the people of either 
Commonwealth; And whatever the ſaid Commiſsioners ſhall Award and Determine within the ſaid Three 
Moneths, ſhall oblige both Parties, as appears by an Article agreed upon betwixt Our Conumſstoners and the 
Ambaſſadoꝛ of the Lo2ds the States General, and ratified as Well by Us as the ſaid Loꝛds the States General, 
by Dur relpective Letters Patents under Our Gꝛeat Scals : To the end therefoze all ſuch of the People of 
this Commonwealth, whole Claims and Demands foꝛ the ſatd Injuries and Loſſes by them ſuſtained from the 
People of the United Pꝛovinces, remain yet unſatisfied and undetermined, may be ready with their Pꝛoofs, 
Wꝛitings and Evkdences concerning the pꝛemiſes, to attend the ſaid Commilsioners at the time and place ap- 
pointed, that ſo they the ſaid Commilsioners may be the better enabled eFectually to p2occed to a Final Award 
and Judgement thereupon as appertains to Right and Juſtice, we have thought fit to give publique notice, as 
We do by theſe Pꝛeſents, ofthe Day and Place pzefixed, to the intent the perſons intereſſed may have timely 
knowledge thereof, and pꝛepare themſelves accozdingly,
